Madam Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to present the Annual Report for 1960. 


The Registrar General's estimate of the population is the same as for the 
previous year but an accurate figure will only be obtained when the results of 
the 1961 Census are made available. 


The Maternal Mortality was again nill but there were four deaths of 
infants all of which occurred under one week of age. It must be remembered, 
however, that we are dealing with small numbers and that one infant death will 
raise the Karly Neo-Natal Mortality Rate by 9.43. 


Of the causes of death, heart disease and its associated disorders, as 
usual, heads the list. 


Measles was the most prevalent infectious disease notified during the 
year. 


Four cases were added to the tuberculosis register during the year and 
four were removed, leaving the same total of twenty-five at the 3lst December, 


1960. 


At the request of the Ministry of Health more detailed information on 
water supplies and sewerage is included in this year's report.

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ADJUSTED BIRTH AND DEATH RATE : COMPARABILITY FACTOR 


Local birth rates are expressed in terms of population. These 
populations are estimated by the Registrar General and comprise persons of 
all ages, including those who have no influence on the birth rate. These 
latter do, however, affect the birth rate in that a high proportion of them 
in a population tends to lower, and a small proportion tends to raise the 
true rate. The size of this proportion will vary in different areas and, 
therefore, the elimination or standardisation of such a factor will give a 
truer comparison between areas. 


The Registrar General issues a comparability factor on these lines. 
Multiplication of the crude birth rate of an area by the comparability 
factor gives the adjusted birth rate and can be compared with the crude 
rate for Ingland and Wales. 


The comparability factor for deaths is obtained in a similar way to 
the abovee The factors for certain areas, where rapid increase or 
reduction in the population materially affects its comparison by sex and 
age groups, are also adjusted on that account. Death rate area 
comparability factors are adjusted to take account of the presence of any 
residential institutions in each area. Birth rate area comparability 
factors are also adjusted to take account of the presence of sterile 
populations in institutions for the mentally ill or mentally deficient.

The water is of very good organic quality and the analysis as a whole 
shows no evidence of pollution. The treatment being given to the water appears 
to have reduced the iron and the excessive free carbon dioxide very effectively. 
The reaction of the water is on the alkaline side of neutrality and it would 
not be expected to have any serious corrosive action on metals. Im our opinion, 
from the chemical evidence, this water is fit for drinking and general purposes.

Tos The Chairman and Members of Wainford Rural District Council. 


Madam Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in presenting my fourth Annual Report in conjunction 
with that of your Medical Officer of Health, Dr. H.E. Nutten. 


Good progress has been maintained in every field and especially in food 
hygiene where your Additional Inspector has carried out fruitful pioneer work 
at the Flixton and Holton factories. The Council has succeeded in attracting 
two further firms, both turkey processers to sites within the District served 
in each case by sewers and water mains. Industry of this type with a rural 
flavour is appropriate to the area and should be encouraged where proper 
facilities are available. 


Since my last report the sewerage programme has accelerated and ten 
schemes are now constructed, in the course of preparation or under consideration. 
In addition the cesspool emptying service is to be extended and rate subsidised 
in order to provide quick and efficient arrangements for properties which 
cannot be connected to a public sewer. 


The progressive policy of the Council in offering maximum Improvement 
Grants wherever possible coupled with the sewerage schemes has largely con- 
tributed to the great strides that are being made in improving housing 
standards throughout the District. 


My sincere thanks are due to Frank Pooley who deals with the greater 
proportion of routine public health matters and to the clerical staff generally 
for their loyal team work throughout the year.

Poultry Processing Factories: 


At Flixton the new factory built during the latter part of 
1959 by Messrs. Hast Anglia Packers, Limited was developed and 
extended and now includes a pie section. 


At Holton a turkey processing factory was built and put into 
operation at present producing 1,500 birds per week whereas 
another capable of dealing with 20,000 birds per week was in 
course of erection. 


A considerable amount of the Inspector's time has been spent 
with both management and staff in order to maintain strict 
hygiene control, a high standard having been achieved. 


Regular sampling was continued throughout the year in close 
collaboration with Dr. J.M.S. Dixon of the Public Health 
Laboratory producing interesting results, details of which are 
given in the monthly bulletin of the Public Health Laboratory 
Service, 1961, 20, 30.
